The new Leon is the latest high-quality car from SEAT. Its external 
appearance is a clear expression of the rewarding experience that 
the car offers the driver - satisfaction that’s enhanced by the 
highest safety standards that typify SEAT vehicles. 


The Leon is a full five-seat hatchback. Its aerodynamic body has a 
drag coefficient of just 0.32, which has major benefits for fue 
economy and noise reduction. To achieve the best roadholding and 
dynamic response, a car’s body must be rigid and resistant te 
torsion. The Leon’s is constructed using the latest laser welding 
system which ensures the perfect fit of panels - so improving 
rigidity, safety and reducing vibration. The body is also totally 
galvanised and benefits from a twelve year anti-corrosion warranty. 








The Leon is uncompromisingly modern. The front lighting units are 


integrated harmoniously into the bonnet; the waist is high and 
robust, and the rear wholly distinctive. The car’s sporting overtones 
are emphasised by the spoiler located above the rear window which 
incorporates the third brake light.

To power this dynamic vehicle, there is a range of muscular petrol 
and diesel engines starting with the 75 Bhp 1.4 petrol unit through 
to the turbo-powered 180 Bhp 1.8 20VT petrol engine. 





SEAT engineers formulated two key objectives for the new Leon: its 
dynamic qualities were to be matched by the latest advances in 
automotive safety. This meant engineering the new car to 
incorporate the most beneficial aspects of accident prevention and 
damage limitation. 


In this brochure, we will give you a 
comprehensive introduction to a car that 
fulfils its promise. 





SEAT engineers had one overriding objective in determining 
how the Leon was to be powered: to provide a range of 
engines, each of which offered a rewarding driving 
experience. 


The range consists of four petrol and two diesel engines 
offering power outputs from 75 Bhp to 180 Bhp. The first 
two petrol engines are 1.4 and 1.6, offering outputs of 
75 and 100 Bhp respectively. They both have 4-cylinder 
engine blocks and offer outstanding fuel economy and 
torque characteristics. 


The third petrol engine is a recent innovation for SEAT. 

First fitted to the SEAT Toledo, the 1.8 20V utilises five-valve | 
per cylinder technology to achieve high power with low 

capacity. The engine, which develops 125 Bhp, is quiet, 
compact, light, and has great flexibility. 








Stalling a turbo into the 1.8 20V engine has produced an 


output of 180 Bhp and electrifying performance. Top speed 
jumps to 142 mph where the law permits and 0-62 mph is 
reached in 7.7 seconds. Matched with a new six-speed 
gearbox, this version of the SEAT Leon is a high-performance 


car which demands to be driven.

The diesel offering consists of two 1.9 turbo diesel engines, 
one rated at 90 Bhp and the other at 110 Bhp. SEAT have 
evolved the art of diesel technology to the extent that there 
is little to differentiate the diesel engine from most petrol 
engines - other than the fuel saving. The two Leon diesels 
represent these perfectly. They are powerful, silent and 
flexible with none of the power surge or shuddering of 
earlier engines. 





Safety was a fundamental consideration in the design and 
engineering of the Leon. The latest technology has been 
harnessed to produce a vehicle with safety standards to 
match its dynamic qualities. 


Active safety refers to the protective measures which are in 


providing precise, low-effort and rapid steering. The 
suspension is adapted to the power of each engine - it 
means that roadholding is improved and the ride is more 
comfortable. Front stabiliser bars are fitted, reducing 
torsion of the chassis when cornering. Ventilated disc 
brakes are standard, increasing braking power, and every 
Leon has ABS anti-lock braking. It prevents the wheels 
locking under arduous braking conditions and enables the 
car to retain stability of line. 


There are additional electronic systems available which 
further enhance the steering, stability and braking 
performance of the vehicle. 











The second set of measures is designated passive safety: 
they provide protection in the event of a collision. The 
occupants of the Leon are contained within a rigid safety 
‘cage’. The floor plan is built on longitudinal rails and there 
is four-bar side protection in all the doors. Further 
protection is provided by the programmed crumple zones to 
the front and rear. They can absorb a considerable amount 
of energy, reducing the effects of an accident. 


Every Leon is equipped with four airbags as standard 
equipment. They protect the driver and front seat 

passenger, and provide side-impact protection. The seat 
belts hold the front-seat wearers in pla 
pretensioners. The rear seat belts have three-p 
anchorages while small children can be protectec Dy 

anchoring a child-seat directly onto the Dodywork.
